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Gov. Griffin's Term 
Has Months To Go 


Now that the furor over at the Capitol 
about who in the administration will run 
for governor, State Highway Board Chair- 
man Roger Lawson or Revenue Commis- 
sioner T. V. (Red) Williams, has been 
resolved in Mr. Lawson’s favor, depart- 
ment heads and state employes can get 
back to the job of running the govern- 
ment and its necessary services. 


Mr. Williams, for instance, again can 
Concentrate on the task of collecting the 
necessary funds for operating said gov- 
ernment, a job which he has done quite 
well. Indications are that collections in 
the fiscal year which ended yesterday will 
set another record. 


Meanwhile, Georgia citizens will hope 
that Gov. Griffin meant it when he said 
he intends to call all of his department 
heads in soon and tell them to lay off 
politicking for anybody. His administra- 
tion has a year and a half to go. The pri- 
mary itself is more than a year away. 

Nothing would be more demoralizing 
to efficient administration than for de- 
partments and employes: of the state to 
become involved in active support of any 
candidate for governor. It would lead 
to waste of state funds as well as time of 
officials and employes. 


Mr. Lawson, of course, will be a 
stronger candidate than Commissioner 
Williams would have been. He surely will 
not want to be tagged permanently as 
anybody’s candidate. It would be a mis- 
take for him to become known as the 
captive candidate of this administration 
and that is what will happen unless poli- 
ticking is curbed. 

As it stands now, Lt. Gov. Vandiver 
and Mr. Lawson appear to be front run- 
ners in next year’s gubernatorial derby. 
Between them Georgians will have a 
choice of candidates who offer construc- 
tive programs. 

But another(egislative session is ahead 
and much work remains to be done in the 
present administration. It is too early to 
start a political campaign for a primary 
which will not come until September of 
1958. 

Unless Gov. Griffin holds a restraining 
hand on politics within his own official 
family, his administration will pay the 
consequences.

Bank Resources Growth 


Reflects South’s Progress 


The average Georgian, in fact, citizens 
of all the Southeastern states, have more 
money in their pockets and in their bank 
accounts than ever before. 

The U.S. Department of Commerce 
has announced that the state’s 412 operat- 
ing banks had deposits of $2,434,226,000 
at the end of 1946—amounting to $866.54 
in business and personal deposits for each 
of its more than two million adults. 

In the seven-state Southeastern area, 
the figure was $11,712,949,000—an esti- 
mated average of $862.32 for each adult. 

The steady gains in bank deposits and 
resources reflect the economic growth of 
the region. They also indicate that South- 
eastern banks are better able to finance 
the region’s development than at any time 
in the past. 

But the region still must import a 
great deal of its capital. There still isn’t 
enough to finance the industrial and busi- 
ness developments now going on, an eco- 
nomic fact of life which keeps the region 
more or less in hock to banking interests 
in other sections. But even so, the South's 
financial’ dependence is becoming less. 

Bank deposits per capita are still less 
than half the national average of $1,- 
808.42 and the rate of gain is somewhat 
smaller. But at least there is progress and 
indications of even greater progress in the 
future as business and industry continue 
their southward march.

Writing in the magazine Think, pub- 
lished by IBM, Bengtson points out that 
the author of “Dixie” was an 
named Daniel Decatur Emmett, who wrote 
the song under pressure for a minstrel 
show in a New York City boardinghouse 
on a rainy Sunday in 1859. He quotes Em- 
mett as saying it was written because it 
had to be.” 

“Old Folks at Home,” “My Old Ken- 
tucky Home,” “Oh! Susanna,” “Swanee

spent his life there, in Cincinnati and New 
York City. 

“Carry Me Back to Old Virginny” was 
written by a Negro, James A Bland, of 
Flushing, N.Y. “Listen to the Mocking 
Bird” was the work of Septimus Winner, 
a Philadelphian. Benjamin R. Hanby, of 
Ohio, gave us “Darling Nelly Gray.” 

Emmett, author of “Dixie,” wrote 
others which are still popular favorites 
today. They include “Old Dan Tucker,” 
“The Road to Richmond” and “Jordan’s 
a Hard Road to Trabel.” 


And to make it even worse, the Yan- 
kee team of Jerome Kern-Oscar Ham- 
merstein II brought forth the great con- 
temporary hit, “Old Man River.” 

If Mr. Bengtson proves anything, it is 
that the South then and now possesses 
those indefinable qualities of beauty and 
romance which inspire song. And wander- 
ing minstrels who have even a slight in- 
troduction to them still go back to im- 
mortalize it in rhyme and music.

Soil Bank Regulations 
Would Curtail Abuses 


The administration at last is moving 
toward adoption of controls to enable the 
hastily implemented soil-bank program 
to accomplish some of its purposes. 

Present proposals would forbid farm- 
ers who put a part of their land into the 
soil-bank’s acreage reserve from increas- 
ing plantings of other soil-depleting crops 
on their remaining acreages. 

Thus, a farmer who signed up to re- 
tire some of his cotton acreage would be 
prohibited from compensating for it by 
increasing the amount of wheat he grows. 

This stringent action will be unpalata- 
ble to many farmers. However, if the soil 
bank is to achieve such objectives as soil 
improvement and prevention of new sur- 


pluses it must be armed with necessary 
controls. 


The over-all program still falls short 
of meeting agriculture’s needs. But if the 
nation is to live with it at least the abuses 
that have been permitted previously un- 
der the soil bank must be eliminated.

4. Likewise, shouldn’t we legalize 
betting for many ‘“‘otherwise de- 


cent citizens’’ who still like to bet?. 


Our hope in this state is not in 
legalization, but in prosecution of 
those who supply the materials, 
those who prepare and handle the 
bootleg and then build up a stand- 
ard of living and of morals which 
makes bootlegging undesirable. 
We've made strides toward im- 
proving the situation, let’s not give 
up just before victory.

Court Stressed 
Bill of Rights 


Neither the Congress of the 
United States nor the American 
people will be misled by the action 
of the U.S. Supreme Court into 
condoning communism as a party 
doctrine or a social-political theory. 

What the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled on, in the series of decisions 
handed down recently, were, 
broadly, specific violations or al- 
leged violations of the Bill of 
Rights of the Constitution. 

In the “California cases,”’ five 
cdnvicted California Communist 
leaders were freed. New trials un- 
der the Smith Act were ordered 
for nine others. The Smith Act 
holds it an offense to advocate and 
conspire to overthrow the govern- 
ment of the United States by force 
and violence. 

All the ‘“‘comrades’”’ from Maine 
to Hawaii and the Red propaganda 
machines from Moscow to Peiping 
will hail this as a great victory for 
communism. 

It isn’t. It is an accentuation for 
the U.S. Bill of Rights, interpreted 
very broadly and sweepingly. 

There’s no occasion here for any 


concession to the principles or the’ 


puppets of communism and no rea- 
son for any congratulations to or 
any fraternization with the known 
or suspected Reds and their local 
organizations. 

The temper and spirit of Ameri- 
ca are markedly anti-Communistic. 
So are the people of Hawaii. 

It would be unrealistic, however, 
to minimize the gabor troubles 
which this series of decisions is 
likely to make, for Hawaii. 

Leftwing labor unions will hail it 
as an immediate and immense tri-

ernors’ conference in Williams- 
burg, Va.? 
True, the governors passed a 


resolution saying it was just a 
dandy idea. Not a derogatory word 
was spoken in the open. 

But I doubt if any of the 119 
news and radio correspondents 
there found other than I did— 
that some of the governors ques- 
tioned the sincerity of the Presi- 
dent’s proposals, that others ques- 
tioned their practicality, that the 
governors of most of the larger and 
more prosperous states have so 
much on their hands that they 
don’t really feel much encroach- 
ment by the federal government 
and that numerous of the gover- 
nors of the smaller, less prosper- 
ous states would rather talk vol- 
ubly about recovering states rights 
than doing something hard about it, 
would prefer both to preserve the 
issue and keep the flow of federal 
money moving into their states. 

The result of this state of mind 
was that Eisenhower got a re- 
strained—bordering on a cool—re- 
ception.

This is why not a few of the gov- 
ernors who talk most reverently 
about states rights are cool to the 
President’s concrete _ proposals. 
They are not desirous of taking on 
the states’ responsibilities as the 
price of recovering the states’ 
rights. : |

ders to fall back. Young Kelly kept 
advancing, waving his hat and 
rifle and urging his Confederates 
to come on, When the retreat con- 
tinued, Kelly teamed up with an- 
other \brigade, losing a leg in 
battle. 

‘Back home at Gordon on crutch- 
es, he voluntarily spied on Sher- 
man’s army advancing from Ma- 
con. Dashing into Gordon on horse- 
back he warned Georgia’s adju- 
tant general that the Federals were 
coming, then roundly cursed the 
officer for entraining his 700 ca- 
dets and paroled convicts for flight 
from the _ 100,000 oncoming 
marchers, 

***T will defend the women and 
children of Gordon alone,’ Kelly told 
Gen. Wayne on the porch of the old 
Solomon Hotel, Aided by one 
man, John R. Bragg, Kelly went 
out to meet the advancing Union 
Army and killed one ‘soldier. The 
advance was delayed until the 
Union forces deployed around 
Gordon. 

“They captured Kelly when his 
horse staggered and sentenced him 
to be shot.

2. Testimony by defendant. 

This Grand Jury also recom- 
mends legislation allowing the de- 
fendant in felony cases to be put 
under oath, and to be .subjected 
to cross-examination. We under- 
stand that Georgia is the only 
fendant to be sworn and cross- 
examined. The defendant may 
now make an unsworn statement, 
and what he says is limited only 
by his and his attorney’s imagi- 
nations. Not being subjected to 
cross-examination; he may lie 
convincingly and many jurors 
have believed such unsworn state-

'mou- of, “‘poor quality” witnesses. 
| The defendant is free from fear

| 3. Motor Vehicle Certificate of 
Title Law. 
| A great deal of time has been

| causes great property loss and/or 
|damage. The State of Georgia

| Present laws, Figures show an 
|increasing number of theft losses 
jin the state and the National Au- 
'tomobile Theft Bureau favors the 
lenactment of a more rigid title 
law. 

If we had a more rigid title 
law, it would be easier to trace 
autos involved in accidents, as 
well as those used by illicit op- 
erators in lottery and whisky. 
Such a law should help reduce 
the cost of auto theft insurance. 

We strongly recommend the 
enactment of a Certificate of Title 
Registration Law, as recommend- 
ed by the National Assn. of Mo- 
tor Vehicle Administrators. 

4. Tenure of Grand Juries. 

It seems to this Grand Jury 
that there should be some con- 
tinuation of thinking and investi- 
gation from one Grand Jury to 
the next. We suggest a system 
whereby only a part of the Grand 
Jury is changed at a time, in a 
manner similar to that used in 
the United States Senate. * One- 
half or one-third of the Grand 
Jury members might be changed 
at one time, thereby giving great- 
ér continuity to this body.

WASHINGTON, June 30—An increasing 
number of American women scholars are 
marrying and bearing children, a study 
has shown. 

The study was made by Mrs. Ruth W. 
Tryon while writing the history of the 
fellowship awards given by the American 
Assn. of University Woman from 1890 to 
1956. 

Mrs. Tryon, who was editor of the asso- 
ciation’s journal for 27 years, sent ques- 
tionnaires to all who had held these fellow- 
ships as part of her survey. Her findings 
on the subject of marriage merging with 
careers were recorded in a chapter, ‘Those 
Who Marry,” in her new book; “‘Invest- 
ment in Creative Scholarship.” 

This woman-only fellowship program, 
which started with one $500 award in 
1890, now numbers 80 awards each year, 
national and international, with stipends 
ranging from $2,000 to $4,000. 3 

Awards are based entirely on the proven 
scholarship of the applicant, and the merit 
of her projected year of creative study 
which must extend the boundaries of 
knowledge. 

Up to 1929, Mrs. Tryon reported, no 
AAUW fellowship had been awarded to a

In the ‘30s, less than 
one-sixth of the recipients were married. 
In the '40s, it was over one-fourth. In the 
‘00s, the proportion jumped to one-third. 

The ’40s brought the first awards to 
women with children. Mrs. Tryon found 
that fellows with children have now ‘‘be- 
come a commonplace.”’ Indeed, the appli- 
cation form now carries a section to be 
filled in by married applicants in which 
the last item reads: ‘‘Plans for care of 
children during fellowship year. ...” 

The number of fellows who eventually 
marry also was found to have increased 
strikingly in recent years. Whereas only 
one-fourth of those who held awards before 
1920 were married at the time the question- 
naires were returned during 1954-55, 55 
per cent of those of the 1950-53 period were 
married when the survey was conducted. 

From the questionnaires of the younger 
fellows who have married, these conclu- 
sions. were drawn: 

“The fellow is now more likely than not 
to marry, or to be already married when 
she receives the fellowship. 

“If she did not have her doctorate when 
she married, the chances are two out of 
three she will get it after marriage. 

‘She wants to continue her professional 
work, and usually her husband encourages

her, or at least cooperates in her efforts 
to keep on with the work for which she is 
trained.”’ 

The questionnaires brought these re- 
ports of difficulties in continuing a career: 


Opportunities limited by the husband’s 
place of work; rules against employment 
of married women; cost of child-care help 
eat up earnings; combination of profession- 
al and family life taking heavy toll of time 
and energy. 

Whether or not employed, Mrs. Tryon 
found, “‘she (the fellow) has realistically 
faced the fact that a happy family life 
entails sacrifice in professional achieve- 
ment.”’ But ‘‘she is neither frustrated nor 
bitter.”’ 

“If sacrifices have had +@ be made 
because of her family, she feels that she 
is putting first things first,’’ the author 
States. “If she has given up a career, 
she has surmounted the inclination to 
feel that her education has been ‘wasted.’ 
On the contrary, she has concluded that 
her training as a scholar enables her to 
contribute more to her family and her 
community. 

*“‘And in almost all instances, she ap- 
pears to be enjoying a satisfying family 
life.”’
